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ANNOUNCEMENT. — In  accordance  with  the  provisions  contained  in  Section 
2  of  an  Act  of  Congress  (Public  No.  40,  65th  Congress)  approved  August  10,  1917 , 
the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Markets  of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture 
has  been  authorized  and  instructed,  as  an  agent  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  to 
lake  such  steps  as  may  be  necessary  to  obtain  authoritative  information  regarding 
the  matters  authorized  to  be  investigated  under  that  section. 

The  Food  Surveys  Project  has  been  established  pursuant  to  Sections  2  and  8,  of

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The  commodities  for  which  information  is  here  presented  include 
beans,  peas  and  lentils,  grain  sorghums  (kafir  corn,  milo  maize, 
etc.),  cleaned  rice,  and  buckwheat  flour. 

The  total  quantities  of  these  commodities  on  hand  and  in  transit 
on  July  1,  1918,  as  reported  by  storage  houses,  wholesale  dealers, 
and  manufacturers,  were  as  follows:  Beans,  13,451,891  bushels; 
peas  and  lentils,  2,505,072  bushels;  grain  sorghums,  3,014,012 
bushels;  cleaned  rice,  157,513,526  pounds;  buckwheat  flour, 
6,896,260  pounds. 

The  figures  for  goods  in  transit  were  obtained  under  the  following 
instructions:  "Report  as  in  transit  the  total  quantity  which  you 
have  recently  shipped,  and  which  you  believe  has  not  been  delivered 
to  the  purchaser  or  consignee."  The  quantities  of  these  commodities 
thus  reported  as  in  transit  were  as  follows:  Beans,  846,978  bushels; 
peas  and  lentils,  107,948  bushels;  grain  sorghums,  34,078  bushels; 
rice,  41,237,493  pounds;    buckwheat  flour,  114,609  pounds. 

The  reports  covering  the  retail  stocks  of  these  commodities  are 
in  process  of  tabulation  and  will  be  published  later.  Some  idea 
of  the  relative  importance  of  these  retail  stocks  may  be  obtained 
from  the  Survey  of  January  1,  1918,  which  shows  stocks  held  by 
retail  dealers  amounting  to  the  following  percentages  of  the  total 
commercial  stocks  of  the  commodities  considered:    Beans,  20.2  per 


cent;  peas  and  lentils,  12.7  per  cent;  grain  sorghums,  19.3  per 
cent;    cleaned  rice,  15.5  per  cent;    buckwheat  flour,  46.5  per  cent. 

The  stocks  of  cleaned  rice  reported  for  July  1,  1918,  amounted 
to  only  61.8  per  cent  of  the  stocks  held  by  the  same  firms  on  July  1, 
1917.  For  the  other  four  commodities,  however,  decidedly  larger 
stocks  were  reported  for  the  current  year  than  for  last  year,  the 
increases  over  the  holdings  on  July  1,  1917,  amounting  to  the 
following  percentages:  Beans,  47.7  per  cent;  peas  and  lentils,  80.1 
per  cent;  grain  sorghums,  64.9  per  cent;  buckwheat  flour,  21.2 
per  cent. 

Some  of  the  most  important  figures  relating  to  the  commodities 
in  this  group  are  presented  in  summary  form  in  Table  1.

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COMMERCIAL  STOCKS   OF  BEANS 

NOT  INCLUDING  RETAIL  STOCKS. 

The  figures  given  herewith  cover  dry  edihle  beans  of  all  kinds, 
including  soy  beans,  which  are  now  being  used  extensively  for  food 
in  many  sections  of  the  country.  The  stocks  of  dry  edible  beans, 
together  with  the  quantities  in  transit,  as  reported  in  the  Food 
Survey  of  July  1,  1918,  by  commercial  concerns  other  than  retail 
dealers,  amounted  to  13,451,891  bushels,  comprising  12.604,913 
bushels  in  stock  and  846,978  bushels  in  transit.  Of  the  stocks  re- 
ported as  on  hand,  the  wholesale  dealers  held  72.2  per  cent;  the  ele- 
vators and  warehouses,  24.4  per  cent;  the  canners,  2.2  per  cent;  and 
a  miscellaneous  group  of  concerns,  1.2  per  cent.  The  stocks  of  beans 
reported  as  on  hand  by  each  of  these  classes  of  business  and  their 
subclasses  are  given  in  the  first  column  of  Table  2,  while  the  quantity 
reported  as  in  transit  is  shown  in  the  last  column  of  the  same  table. 
The  relative  stocks  of  beans  held  by  the  classes  of  firms  above 
enumerated  are  shown  in  graphic  form  in  Diagram  1. 

The  number  of  schedules  received  and  tabulated  for  beans  is 
given  in  Table  3.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  geographic  distribution  of  the  stocks  of  beans  covered  by 
this  report  is  shown  in  Table  4.  Among  the  geographic  divisions, 
the  Pacific  division  led,  with  2.567,227  bushels,  or  more  than  one- 
fifth  of  the  total  stocks  reported  for  the  country.  The  Middle 
Atlantic  division  ranked  second,  with  stocks  nearly  as  large,  and 
the  East  North  Central  division  ranked  third.  Among  the  indi- 
vidual states,  California  ranked  first,  with  more  than  2,100.000 
bushels,  and  New  York  second,  with  more  than  1.700,000  bushels, 
the  stocks  reported  by  these  two  states  together  amounting  to 
almost  one-third  of  the  total  reported  for  the  country.  Diagram  2 
shows  in  graphic  form  the  stocks  of  beans  reported  for  the  eighteen 
most  important  states. 

The  quantities  reported  as  in  transit  are  given  by  geographic 
divisions  and  states  in  the  last  column  of  Table  4.

Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 

About  four-fifths  of  the  returns,  based  on  the  quantity  reported, 
gave  information  for  July  1.  1917,  as  well  as  for  the  date  of  the 
Survey.  Comparative  figures  based  on  these  two-year  reports  are 
given  by  classes  of  business  concerns  in  Table  2,  and  by  geographic 
divisions  and  states  in  Table  5.  The  figures  indicate  considerable 
increases  for  all  the  important  classes  of  firms,  the  aggregate  stocks 
on  hand  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  amounting  to  47.7  per  cent  more 
than  those  reported  for  a  year  earlier.  The  comparative  holdings 
on  the  two  dates  are  given  in  graphic  form,  for  all  classes  of  con- 
cerns except  the  miscellaneous  group,  in  Diagram  3.

The  commercial  stocks  of  peas  and  lentils  (including  all  dried 
peas,  except  cow  peas),  together  with  the  quantities  in  transit,  as 
reported  in  the  Food  Survey  of  July  1,  1918,  hy  classes  of  concerns 
other  than  retail  dealers,  amounted  to  2.505.072  bushels.  Of  this 
total,  the  stocks  on  hand  represented  2,397,124  bushels  and  the 
quantity  in  transit  107,948  bushels.  The  wholesale  dealers  held 
58.4  per  cent  of  the  total  stocks  of  peas  and  lentils  reported;  the 
elevators  and  warehouses,  27.7  per  cent;  the  seedsmen,  4.6  per 
cent;  the  canners,  0.8  per  cent;  and  a  miscellaneous  group  of  firms, 
8.5  per  cent.  The  stocks  reported  as  on  hand  by  each  of  these 
classes  of  business  are  shown  in  the  first  column  of  Table  6,  and 
the  quantity  reported  as  in  transit  in  the  last  column.  The  relative 
stocks  held  by  the  various  classes  of  firms  reporting  are  shown  in 
graphic  form  in  Diagram  4. 

The  number  of  schedules  received  and  tabulated  for  peas  and 
lentils  is  given,  by  classes  of  business,  in  Table  8.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  geographic  distribution  of  the  stocks  of  peas  and  lentils 
reported  by  commercial  concerns  other  than  retail  dealers  is  shown 
in  Table  7.  The  Middle  Atlantic  division  ranked  first  among  the 
geographic  divisions,  reporting  nearly  one-third  of  the  total,  the 
South  Atlantic  division  second,  the  Pacific  division  third,  and  the 
East  North  Central  division  fourth.  Among  the  individual  states, 
New  York  stood  first,  with  644,729  bushels,  or  more  than  one- 
fourth  of  the  total  for  the  country.  Georgia  ranked  second,  Wash- 
ington third,  Minnesota  fourth,  and  Pennsylvania  fifth.  Diagram  5 
shows  in  graphic  form  the  stocks  reported  for  the  eighteen  most 
important  states. 

The  quantities  reported  as  in  transit  are  given  by  geographic 
divisions  and  states  in  the  last  column  of  Table  7.

Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 

Nearly  two-thirds  of  the  returns,  based  on  the  quantity  reported, 
gave  information  for  July  1,  1917,  as  well  as  for  July  1,  1918.  Com- 
parative figures  based  on  these  two-year  reports  are  given  by  classes 
of  business  in  Table  6,  and  by  geographic  divisions  and  states  in 
Table  9.  The  figures  indicate  an  increase  of  80.1  per  cent  in  the 
aggregate  stocks  on  hand  on  the  date  of  the  Survey,  as  compared 
with  those  reported  by  the  same  concerns  one  year  earlier.  The 
seedsmen  reported  stocks  of  peas  and  lentils  for  July  1,  1918,  more 
than  twice  as  large  as  their  holdings  on  July  1,  1917,  and  elevators 
and  warehouses  reported  stocks  more  than  three  times  as  large  as 
those  which  they  held  on  July  1,  1917.  The  stocks  reported  for  the 
two  dates  by  all  classes  of  concerns  except  the  miscellaneous  group 
are  represented  in  graphic  form  in  Diagram  6.

The  commercial  stocks  of  grain  sorghums  (kafir  corn,  milo  maize, 
etc.)  reported  as  on  hand  and  in  transit,  in  the  Food  Survey  of 
July  1,  1918,  by  classes  of  business  concerns  other  than  retail 
dealers,  amounted  to  3.014,012  bushels,  the  stocks  on  hand  being 
2,979,934  bushels,  and  the  quantities  in  transit  34,078  bushels.  Of 
the  total  stocks  on  hand,  the  elevators  and  warehouses  held  53.8 
per  cent;  the  grain  mills,  12.5  per  cent;  the  wholesale  dealers, 
20.1  per  cent:  and  a  miscellaneous  group,  13.6  per  cent.  The 
stocks  reported  by  each  of  these  classes  of  firms  are  shown  in  the 
first  column  of  Table  10,  and  the  quantities  in  transit  in  the  last 
column.  The  relative  stocks  held  by  the  several  classes  are  shown 
in  graphic  form  in  Diagram  7. 

The  number  of  schedules  received  and  tabulated  for  grain 
sorghums  is  shown,  by  classes  of  business,  in  Table  11.

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Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  stocks  reported  from  each  geographic  division  and  state  are 
given  in  Table  12.  More  than  four-fifths  of  the  stocks  of  this  com- 
modity reported  were  held  in  three  geographic  divisions,  namely, 
the  West  North  Central,  the  West  South  Central,  and  the  East 
North  Central.  Texas  ranked  first  among  the  states,  Illinois  second, 
Missouri  third,  California  fourth,  and  Kansas  fifth. 

The  quantities  of  grain  sorghum  reported  as  in  transit  are  given  by 
geographic  divisions  and  states  in  the  last  column  of  Table  12. 

Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 

About  seven-tenths  of  the  returns,  based  on  the  quantity  reported, 
gave  information  for  July  1,  1917,  as  well  as  for  July  1,  1918.  Com- 
parative figures  based  on  these  two-year  reports  are  given  by  classes 
of  business  in  Table  10,  and  by  geographic  divisions  and  states  in 
Table  12.  These  figures  show  that  the  stocks  of  all  classes  of  firms 
reporting  were  much  larger  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  than  they 
were  one  year  earlier,  the  increase  in  aggregate  stocks  amounting 
to  64.9  per  cent.  The  wholesale  dealers  and  the  miscellaneous 
group  of  firms  reported  stocks  for  July  1,  1918,  more  than  two  and 
one-half  times  larger  than  those  held  by  the  same  concerns  one 
year  earlier.

The  commercial  stocks  of  cleaned  or  milled  rice,  together  with 
the  quantities  in  transit,  as  reported  in  the  Food  Survey  of  July  1, 
1918,  by  concerns  other  than  retail  dealers,  amounted  to  157,513,526 
pounds,  comprising  116,276,033  pounds  in  stock  and  41,237,493 
pounds  in  transit.  Of  this  amount,  the  rice  mills  held  4.1  per  cent; 
the  elevators  and  warehouses,  28.5  per  cent;  the  wholesale  dealers, 
46.4  per  cent;  the  brewers,  7.3  per  cent;  and  a  miscellaneous  group 
the  remaining  13.7  per  cent.  The  stocks  reported  by  each  of  these 
classes  of  concerns  are  given  in  the  first  column  of  Table  13,  and 
the  quantities  in  transit  in  the  last  column.  The  relative  quantities 
reported  by  the  several  classes  are  shown  in  graphic  form  in 
Diagram  8.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  stocks  of  cleaned  rice  reported  from  each  geographic  division 
and  state  are  given,  by  classes  of  business,  in  Table  15.  The  Pacific 
and  the  Middle  Atlantic  divisions  each  reported  nearly  one-fourth 
of  the  total  stocks  for  the  country,  the  two  together  holding  slightly 
more  than  45  per  cent  of  the  total.  The  East  North  Central  division 
ranked  third,  the  West  South  Central  division  fourth,  and  the  West 
North  Central  division  fifth,  each  reporting  about  one-eighth  of  the 
total.  Among  the  individual  states,  New  York  ranked  first,  Wash- 
ington second,  California  thud,  and  Louisiana  fourth.

16  20  parative  figures  based  on  these  two-year  reports  are  given  by  classes 

of  business  in  Table  13,  and  by  geographic  divisions  and  states  in 
Table  16.  These  figures  indicate  that  the  total  stocks  of  cleaned  rice 
on  hand  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  were  only  61.8  per  cent  of  those 
held  by  the  same  firms  one  year  earlier.  All  classes  of  business 
except  the  millers  and  the  bakers  (shown  as  subdivisions  of  the 
miscellaneous  group)  showed  heavy  decreases  in  their  stocks  of  this 
commodity,  the  rice  mills  reporting  only  47.0  per  cent  of  their  1917 
stocks  and  the  wholesale  dealers  as  a  group  reporting  only  54.6  per 
cent  of  their  holdings  on  July  1,  1917.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
millers  reported  stocks  29.9  per  cent  larger  than  in  1917,  and  bakers 
reported  stocks  more  than  six  times  as  large  as  those  held  a  year 
earlier.  The  stocks  reported  for  the  two  dates  are  shown  in  graphic' 
form,  for  each  class  of  firms  except  the  miscellaneous  group,  in 
Diagram   10.

The  commercial  stocks  of  buckwheat  flour,  together  with  the 
quantities  in  transit,  as  reported  in  the  Food  Survey  of  July  1,  1918, 
by  all  classes  of  business  concerns  except  retail  dealers,  amounted  to 
6,896,260  pounds,  of  which  total  6,781,651  pounds  represented  the 
stocks  on  hand  and  114,609  pounds  the  quantities  in  transit.  Of 
the  total  stocks  on  hand,  the  manufacturers  held  55.7  per  cent; 
the  warehouses,  19.9  per  cent;  the  wholesale  dealers.  22.1  per  cent; 
and  a  miscellaneous  group  of  firms  (chiefly  bakers),  the  remaining 
2.3  per  cent.  The  stocks  reported  by  each  of  these  classes  of  firms 
are  given  in  the  first  column  of  Table  17,  and  the  quantities  reported 
as  in  transit  in  the  last  column  of  the  same  table.  The  relative 
quantities  reported  as  on  hand  by  the  several  classes  are  shown 
graphically  in  Diagram  11. 

Table  19  shows  the  number  of  schedules  received  and  tabulated 
for  buckwheat  flour.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  geographic  distribution  of  the  stocks  of  buckwheat  flour 
reported  by  business  concerns  other  than  retail  dealers,  is  shown 
in  Table  18.  More  than  one-half  of  the  stocks  reported  for  the 
entire  country  were  found  in  the  Middle  Atlantic  division,  the  East 
North  Central  division  ranking  next,  with  a  little  over  one-third 
as  much.  Among  the  states,  New  York  ranked  first,  with  3,375,034 
pounds,  or  almost  one-half  of  the  total  reported  for  the  country,  and 
more  than  three  times  as  much  as  was  reported  by  Michigan,  the 
state  ranking  next.  Missouri  ranked  third,  and  California  fourth. 
The  stocks  reported  for  the  twelve  most  important  states  are  shown 
graphically  in  Diagram  12. 

The  quantities  reported  as  in  transit  are  given  by  geographic 
divisions  and  states  in  the  last  column  of  Table  18.

Comparative  Figures  for  1918  and  1917. 

More  than  four-fifths  of  the  returns,  based  on  the  quantity 
reported  gave  information  for  July  1,  1917,  as  well  as  for  July  1, 
1918.  Comparative  figures  based  on  these  two-year  reports  are 
given  by  classes  of  business  in  Table  17,  and  by  geographic  divisions 
and  states  in  Table  20.  The  figures  indicate  a  considerable  increase 
in  the  aggregate  stocks  on  hand  on  July  1,  1918,  as  compared  with 
those  held  by  the  same  concerns  one  year  earlier.  The  cereal  food 
manufacturers  reported  stocks  for  the  date  of  the  Survey  more 
than  three  and  one-half  times  as  large  as  their  holdings  on  July  1, 
1917,  while  the  warehouses  show  an  increase  of  75.3  per  cent.  The 
stocks  reported  for  the  two  dates  by  manufacturers,  warehouses,  and 
wholesale  dealers  are  represented  in  graphic  form  in  Diagram  13.
